as the sole power source in the 
extraction of valuable materials— 
possibly gold and

the Waters of the Atlantic. 


Some 5.0 acres of ocean-fronting 


property would be used, he said, 
by Arthur E, Zoppa, of New York 
City, Inventor of a "self-energiz- 
ing .sea water processing plant." 


The'Zoppa apparatus, as describ- 


ed in tlie inventor's patent petl- 


on,:f55JQrkB this way: 
A framework, that looks like » 


housewife's curtain stretcher on 
a large scale, is placed In the water 
at tho point where 
the 
waves 


break. On the side of the frame- 
work which faces 
the 
sea 
are 


moveable floats, 
so 
rigged on 


slides that they pop up and down 
after a wave hits them. 


An arrangement of chains at- 


tached to the floats rotates a shaft 
at the top of the framework. The 
shaft operates a pump which, in 
turn, sucks water from the ocean 
and sends It to t'he water process- 
ing plant located at a level con- 
siderably higher than the level of 
the sea. 


Water can then be discharged 


through a conduit leading to a tur- 
bine at a lower level, activating 
the turbine to move an electric 
generator. Ultimately, the gener- 
ator sets up the electric current re- 
quired for the operation of the 
water processing plant.

to store away surplus energy, for

where he was

day night when pneumonia de- 
veloped from a heavy cold. 


The illness inducted a heart 
attack, but for a time he seemeu 
to rally. Early today his condi- 
tion became worse. He had been 
unconscious much of the time. 
From the start, Broun, an in- 


corrigible optimist, had 
treated 
his illness . with his 
customary 
good nature, devoting one of nib 
last columns to a whimsical dis- 
cussion of the advice of a physi- 
cian who told him to seek rest 
In Florida. 
He died at 9:50 a. m. 
Broun, a native of Brooklyn, 
studied for a time at Harvard 
and entered newspaper work in 
1908 as a reporter on the New 
York Morning Telegraph. In 1012 
he went to the New York Tri- 
bune as sports editor. Later he 
became 
the 
paper's 
dramatic 


critic. He was the Tribune's war 
correspondent with the A. E. F. 
In France in 1917. 


He went 
to the 
New York 
World in 1921 and began his daily 
column "It Seems to Me." In 
1927 
he quit the paper after a 


disagreement with Ralph Pulitzer 
growing out of the Sacoo-Vanzetti 
case. 


Broun went to the Telegram, 
which later bought the World. 
Last week ho transferred to the 
New York Post as columnist. His 
first and last column In 
that 
newspaper appeared on Friday.

tack.

LONDON, Dec. 18.— 


—Three British ships were 
lost and a fourth was aban- 
doned in a sinking condi- 
tion as the result of large- 
scale German air raids on 
North Sea shipping involv 
ing at least 13 ships last 
night and early today. 


The trawler Pearl was abandoned 
after three of her crow had been 
wounded by the Gorman raiders. 


Two other trawlers, the New 
Choice and the Campagnus, and the 
487-ton steamer Serenity were sunk. 
. This now phase of warfare, pit- 
ting pianos against small ships, 
also sent the trawler Eileen Wray 
into port with a damaged hull. 


Acknowledgement of the air- 


raid losses followed a British ad- 
miralty announcement that a sub- 
marine had penetrated 
German 


defenses at the mouth of the river 
Elbe and sunk a 6,000-ton German 
cruiser. 


(Germany reported four British 


merchantmen had been sunk and 
three warships damaged In tho 
raids yesterday. Loss of a Nazi 
cruiser was denied by German of- 
ficials.)

have been sunk at the mouth of 
the Elbe river, a strongly fortified 
German naval base. 


Moreover, It was confirmed In 


London that the German steamer 
Antiocnia, 3,160 tons, was scuttled 
by her crow last month when pur- 
sued In the North Atlantic. 
Britons acclaimed the past week 


their best of the war at sea, 
marked not only by the reported 
submarine blows to the German 
cruisers, but also by the scuttling 
of tho German pocket battleship 
Admiral Graf Spee and the sea 
battle across the Atlantic which 
sent her fleeing into Montevideo. 


The destruction of tho German 


warship by her own crew yester- 
day was derided in tho British 
press as "ignoble suicide."

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FOUR MERCHANTMEN 


SUNK, 3 WARSHIPS 
REPORTEDDAMAGED 


GERMANY ALSO CLAIMS 34 


BRITISH PLANES DOWNED 


IN ENGAGEMENT 


BERLIN, Dec. 18. 


The official German newa 
agency, DNB, reported to- 
day that German bombers 
sank four 'British merchant- 
men 
and ; damaged three 


warships yesterday in an 
air attack. 


In elaborating on a high com- 


mand communique which said "one 
vanguard ship" was sunk by a 
bomb, DNB declared German planes 
attacked a British convoy with 
bombs and machine-guns. 
"The mere appearance of the 
German pianos on the scene suf- 
ficed to cause the greatest dis- 
quietude on the British ships," DNB 
reported. "Numerous crews fled In- 
to lifeboats although their ships 
were not attacked at all. 
"One group of German scouters 


attacked tho convoy protected by 
tho men-o'-war. After the first bomb 
fell among the ships, tho convoy 
scattered to tho four winds. Sev- 
eral explosions could be obsoi'VOd." 
The German news agency Identi- 


fied two of the four merchant ships 
reported destroyed as the Pearl 
and Serenity. 


(The British announced the 487- 
ton British steamer Serenity was 
sunk by bombs yesterday.) 
Damage to the warships was 
proven, the agency assorted, by 
their llstiniv ;f lames an,d smoke. 
Their crews were said to . have 
taken to lifeboats. 


The German planes sighted tho 


convoy while returning from a 
scouting flight. 
Thirty-four British 


Planes Shot Down 


BERLIN, Dec. 18.—(/P>—Thirty- 


four British bombers wore said by 
Germany to have been shot down 
in a terrific air battle off the 
North German coast in the vicin- 
ity of Hcgoland this afternoon. 


Forty-four British planes were 


said to have participated in tho 
attack. 
Hegoland, a. German na- 


val base, Is an island off the n9rth 
coast of Germany. 


The German fighters rose to at- 


tack as soon as the British flight, 
tho biggest unit yet used against 
Germany, was sighted. 


Reports said the German planes, 


led by a Captain Schumacher, 
succeeded In scattering the Brit- 
ish. 


Two German planes were lost, 


It was said. Their crews took to 
parachutes. 


Tho wreckage of many British 
pianos was reported washing up 
on German shores. 
First stories of the battle Indi- 
cated it was the biggest air en- 
gagement of tho war, with sharp 
fighting over the sea and an in- 
tensive anti-aircraft fire coming 
from land batteries, 


"Several" of the British raiders 


broke through in the direction of 
Wilhelmshaven, Nazi naval base, 
and dropped three bombs, but the 
Germans reported they 
fell on 
barren land and caused no dam- 
ago.

to fight another warship. * They 
seemed to think their job was 
sinking the 'freighters. That prob- 
ably is one reason 
why 
light 


cruisers wore able to damage the 
Graf Spee and force her to floe.' 
That statement Is of consider- 
able importance, chiefly because 
it fits with similar things which 
have

coming out of the 


European war zone. In Itself it 
certainly doesn't permit one to

deficiency bonds, 


to be paid out of future 
revenues. In Toledo votera 
have refused 
to 
sanction 


special relief levies. Both of 
these industrial cities have 
been struggling lately with 
soup kitchens, at a time 
whan employment is higher 
than for many years. 


The Philadelphia Record 


sent 
an 
investigator 
.to 


Cleveland and then printed 
•an editorial in which it told 
some 
truths 
about 
this 


problem. Cleveland's 
con- 


servative mayor and also 
conservative business men 
have agreed that there is u 
crisis, with s t a r v a t i o n 
threatening 
many 
thou- 


sand people. "Cutting off 
relief" 
hasn't solved the 


problem, but intensified it. 
Even thousands of the un- 
employed or disabled who 
manage to eat are unable 
to kiep warm or pay rent. 


Apparently 
here 
is a 


phase of our American in- 
dustrial system that has 
to be faced and handled 
more rationally and merci- 
.fully. Perhaps there must 
be frank public relief of 
legitimate cases regularly, 
as a matter of course. May- 
be there could be rural or 
semi-rural farm and gar- 
den settlements 
establish- 


ed, where these 
helpless 


people

least part of their own liv- 
ing.

DALLAS, Dec. 16.-<fl>>— E. R. 
' Wyatt, 86-year old former East 
Texas school principal, was found 
guilty today of bombing a house 
here to avenge his rejected love 
and his punishment was fixed at 
.60 years Imprisonment. 
The jury returned Its verdict 
against the lanky erstwhile school- 
master after two hours of delib- 
eration. Wyatt received the find- 
ing without visible emotion. 
The jury at noon was given a 
summation of a week of testimony 
wherein the state tried to prove 
that Wyatt in the early morning 
of July 26, 1938, shoved a dyna- 
mite-loaded suit case through the 
window of a Dallas homo and set 
off an explosion. 
The prosecution contended 
he 
blew up the house in an effort to 
take the life of Mary Jo Miller, 
26-year old Oak Park, 111., teacher 
who once taught school for him. 
The conviction was returned in 
the face of the defense contention 
Wyatt was not in Dallas at the 
time of the blast. 
In testimony yesterday Wyatt 
told his own story of intimate re- 
lations with Miss Miller, who once 
.taught school for him and now is 
/a- physical education Instructor in 
' Oak Park. 111. 


Miss Miller told the jury she ac- 


cepted Wyatt's attentions for a 
while for fear of losing her job, 
then spurned him. Her rejection,

SUPREME COURT 
ORDERS ARGUMENTS 


IN FLOOD CONTROL 


TO HEAR CASE INVOLVING 
OKLAHOMA'S EFFORT STOP 


CONSTRUCTION OF DAM 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
18,—(IP}— 
The supreme court ordered oral 
arguments today on litigation po- 
tentially Involving constitutionality 
on the federal government's huge 
flood control program. 
Specifically, it called for argu- 
ments January 29 on whether Okla- 
homa should be permitted to Insti- 
tute proceedings In the high tri- 
bunal seeking to enjoin Secretary 
of War Woodrlng from proceeding 
with construction of the $54,000,000 
Penison, Texas, dam. 
Some lawyers expressed the opin- 
ion that the court might pass on the 
merits of the controversy In Its 
written opinion announcing wheth- 
er or not the state was entitled to 
file Its complaint against Woodrtng. 
This procedure has sometimes 
been followed by the court. There 
was no assurance, however, that It 
would be followed In this case. The 
court would have the opportunity 
to make .known Us views If It so 
desired. 
Among other actions before ad- 
journing until Tuesday, Jan. 2, the 
court: 
Sustained a 1933 federal Income 
tax 
deficiency assessed against 


George W. Griffiths of Chicago on 
the ground that he should not be 
exempted because of the fromatlon 
of a "wholly owned corporation." 
The government had contended that 
Griffiths formed the corporation 
In an effort to reduce and postpone 
payments of taxes for that year. 
Justice Frankfurter delivered the 
unanimous opinion. 
Tax Case Sustained 
Sustained, in a decision of Jus- 
tice Douglas, an Arkansas unem- 
ployment compensation tax against 
a bath house company, which claim- 
ed that It was exempt because H 
operated within the Hot Springs 
National Park reservation. 
Although urging a decision on 
the merits o fthe Oklahoma com- 
plaint, the federal government said 
that the supreme court had no 
jurisdiction to entertain the suit. 
Solicitor General Robert H. Jack- 
son said in a brief that Oklahoma 
was seeking to start the proceed- 
ings originally In the supreme court 
on the ground that there was a 
controversy between the state and 
a citizen of another state (Secre- 
tary Woodrlng of Kansas). 
"The accidental fact that the of- 


fice of secretary of war is held by 
a citizen of a state other than Okla- 
homa," Jackson continued, "Is not 
sufficient Jurlsdlctlonal basis for 
maintaining the bill. 


"Moreover, 
since 
the 
United 
States is the real party In Inter- 
est, the suit should be considered 
as one against the United States, 
which has not been enjoined as de 
fondant and has not given Its con' 
sent to be sued." 


Oklahoma contended In Its peti- 
tion that the dam across the Red 
river between Denison, Texas, and 
Durant, Okla., would flood 100,000 
acres of its land and would be an 
unconstitutional violation of state 
rights. 


Jackson replied that the project 
was "a valid exercise of the powers 
granted congress to provide for thq 
general welfare and to regulate In- 
terstate commerce,"

A physician said every bone In 
Ramsey's skull had been fractured 
and six ribs broken.

After his boy had successfully 
completed a calf feeding project, 
the father purchased three steers 
for $114 and fed them out, selling 
them for $224, or a gross gain of 
$110. 


However, the Roane farmer had 
built a trench silo which ha listed 
as a permanent investment; then 
used home-grown feed valued at 
$26 to the steers, augmented by 
$12.80 worth of cottonseed meal. 
He figured his net
